Greenberg added that he "was 
glad to see they’re making p rogre M 
at the Metro station,” tat on the 
subject of other street dosings the 
administration was "pretty dose 
minded.” 

The’ I Street block was dosed for 
about two and half years before the 
Unhetsity filed the request with the 
city cou^, while the street was 
behig dog op during the construc- 
tkm of die Metro station on the 
comer of I Street and 24 Street.

According to Harold Davitt, 
chairman of the ANC for the OW 
area, ”a lot of the communifr wants 
the street dosed” but he saded "it 
should not he ghrea away to the 
University for ft^’’ The University 
should pay some form of oompensa- 
tfon to die dty g ov ernmen t for the 
transfer of die owiMrship title, 
David saiij. 

If the street is dosed, zoning 
rights should not go to the 
University, David said. The Univer- 
sity does not need the zoning rights, 
he said. Though the issue of 
“zoning benefits would be a 
triviality’’ David said, the ANCs 
insistence on the Urdversity not 
being allowed to have the rights to 
that section of I Street is "a matter 
of prindple.” David added that the 


University ' should "compromise 
with the community at least once.” 

According to David, the Univer- 
sity has not negotiated with the 
community on the 1 Street issue. 
The University’s attitude it one of 
"take h or leave it," he said. 

“He’s vrrong,” Dkkman said, 
when asked to comment on'David’s 
remarks. He would not comment 
further. ‘ 

Robert Charles, President of the 
FBCA, said that while the commun- 
ity of Foggy Bottom area would like 
to see the I Street section dosed to 
traffic, they "do not srant ownership 
to go over to the University.” 

A survey corKTucted by the ANC ' 
last year indicated that the 
neighbors in the area didn’t want to 
tee the street cloeed only because 
dosing it would benefit GW. 

Maty Healy, a member of the 
ei ec u tive bo^ of the FBCA. said 
the street should dtherbe left open 
or made into a park belonging to the 
neighborhood without transfer of 
ownership to the University. The 
transfer of ow n ers h ip and the 
zoning benefits mold result in the 
Un h r e r ti ty building "taller and 
bigger buildings,” Healy said. 

Healy, a 20-year reddent of the 
Foggy Bottom amn, said eltber way, 
a decision should be made soon 
before that section of I Street turns 
into ‘tjust another parking lot.’’

It’s refreshing to meet a man tike Harold F. Bright, provost 
and vice president for academic affairs, who is willing to state 
publicly a position he knows will be met with some 
disagreement — that research should be faculty members’ 
number one priority, even above teaching. 

However, much as we admire his candor, we must deplore 
his statement. A university is a place for learning. Certainly, 
faculty members should be expected to learn and discover 
through research.

Increase Vigilance 


Ahhough there b no need or desire to make GW’s residence 
halls armed camps, students living in them should be aware of 
basic methods of protecting themtehres from occasional 
intruders. Events surrounding the apprehension of a man 
suspected of entering rooms in Madison and Crawford Halls 
last week indicate a need for some tightening of security 
procedures. 

For instance, 18 rooms in the two dorms were reportedly 
entered over a three-day period. Although persons were in 
mogt of the rooms, and no one was report harmed, h’s 
surprising that so many rooms could be e n te red without the 
person meeting earlier questioning or resistance. In fact, one 
would have tlmu|^t GW security would have had physical 
presence in the dorms by Friday, rather than having to be 
c|lled after the residents had already apprehended the 
suspect. 

The intruder was able to gain acceu to both dorms, and to 
at least one rqom that was unoccupied. Simple procedures 
such as checking the person’s identity before lett^ him in 
and locking room doon may have avoided the intrusioris. 

'* The dorms will undbubtedly attempt to increase their 
vigilance after these incidents. In additioa, the Reridence Hall 
Amociption had previously set up a committee to look into 
sdurity problems in dorms. The panel has not really done 
much siiice its creation Oct 16. It should immediately begin, 
research and make reconunendatkms ao that chances ct dim 
kinds of inddents recurring are reduced. 

Even more important, st^ents should realize that they’re 
responsible for their own safety and that of others in the 
dorms, and react mote quickly to the presence of suspicious 
persons in dorms.
